1 21 BOOKSHOP stock anarchist books, 
pamphlets, newspapers, magazines, badges, 
posters, t -shirts, records and second-hand 
books, along with a range of related material — 
feminism, syndicalism, fiction etc. 

As well as making anarchist literature avail- 
able in South London, we aim to provide an 
outlet for local publishing and for groups and 
individuals publishing libertarian material . We 
have a meeting room with a cafe upstairs, which 
is used regularly by a womens' affinity group, 
and irregularly for meetings and conferences. 
The basement houses a club which holds 
benefits for anarchists and worthy causes. 

The bookshop is operated by a collective 
of anarchists. We aim to make out policy 
decisions collectively, to share our responsibilit- 
ies and otherwise operate according to our 
political principles. We are anti-profit in outlook 
and practice — all work in the shop is voluntary 
and unpaid. We have no funding from state, 
church or any other institution. 

121 BOOKSHOP collective is comprised 
of many nationalities and we see ourselves as 
being both anti-sexist and anti-racist. We 
welcome new members especially from the 
local area. 



121 RAILTON ROAD is 10 minutes from 
Brixton Underground Tube and there is also 
a number 2 bus that travels down Rail ton Road 
from Brixton shopping area. 
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A SHORT HISTORY OF THE BOOKSHOP 



The need for Anarchists to have a local base 
was partially met when South London Anarchist 
Group squatted the empty premises at 121 
Railton Road in early 1981 . The building has 
been occupied ever since and has provided an 
outlet for anarchist publications, a meeting place 
with drinks and snacks, benefits for many 
individuals, groups and campaigns, as well as a 
bath for a few years (for all those 'dirty 
squatters' . . ) 

The Tory Press, fed on police lies, tried to 
frame up local Anarchists for the April 1 1th 
1981 anti-police riots; we had to campaign hard 
to stop an Italian bookshop worker being 
deported as a 'terrorist leader of the riots'. 
Lambeth Council run by Ted Knight's Labour 
group ignored our repairs to the building and 
offers to pay rent and unsuccessfully tried to 
evict us. The six month Tory regime also tried 
and, along with the police, slandered us in the 
local press. We have had harassment from the 
electricity, gas, telephone and water monopolies 
despite paying our bills. In 1984 the police raided 
121 and some of our homes 'looking for guns' 
which was an excuse to check out the layout, 
go through our books, basement and correspond- 
ence. They have blantantly interfered with the 



mail, telephone and watched us ever since. 

Besides those authorities, we have endured 
local gangsters (robbing the meagre takings and 
personal belongings of those present, breaking- 
in for the telephone coins, intimidating peopje^ 
by waving knives etc.), religious bigots (becc^% 
we reject God and sexual repression), fascist ^ 
factions and various frustrated individuals' (who 
want to scapegoat squatters, lesbians, anti- 
militarists) bullying. 

The Greenham Common Women used us as 
their London office when they started up; Stop 
The City protests in 1983 and 1984 involved us 
as local organisers; during the Miners Strike of 
1984/85 the bookshop was used as a base once 
again for benefits and the collection of money. 
Also the bookshop organised for a CNT worker 
to go to Wales to speak on behalf of international 
solidarity and aid for the miners; and many other 
campaigns and groups besides. 

Today we continue as a local group (with 
visitors from around the country and the world 
coming in too!) and still face eviction. We need 
your support. We welcome new members and 
contact with other free-thinking groups.

ASP (Anarcho-Syndicalist Publications) 

The ASP was founded in 1985 by a group of 
South London and Doncaster based anarcho- 
syndicalists. Its aims are quite simple: the public- 
ation of anarcho-syndicalist and militant 
anarchist literature. Most of the comrades of the 
ASP are connected with the British section of 
the International Workers Association: the Direct 
Action Movement and have been closely involved 
in the publication of most titles issued by the 
DAM since its founding in 1979. We in the ASP 
feel it is necessary to publish new titles and 
historic reprints rather than republishing the 
same material. We also believe that it is import- 
ant for a publishing group to be independent of 
any central control. Those who undertake the 
work must have the final say, otherwise we will 
be reverting to the methods of the capitalist 
society which we wish to destroy. 

The ASP funds the publication of each new 
pamphlet on the success— sales wise— of their 
last title. Extra income is obtained by the sales 
of other anarcho-syndicalist pamphlets not 
published by us. We are the sole European 
distributors for the Monty Miller Press, whose 
fine Rebel Worker series cover much of the 
ground left bare by the ASP. 
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BLACK FLAG/BLACK CROSS 

BLACK FLAG is published every two weeks 
and is fifteen years old. It backs class struggle 
and the International Anarchist Movement 
through its support for the Anarchist Black 
Cross (aid for prisoners). For many years it 
attracted major press attention because of its 
active support for the 1st May Group, the 
(British-based) Angry Brigade and other 
militant groups. In addition to publishing 
BLACK FLAG and being associated with 
121 Bookshop/Centre it previously helped r^a^ 
the International Libertarian Centre (Centre 
Iberico) in London and has published a series 
of books and pamphlets. Its editorial group has 
also organised the Anarchist Black Cross and 
most of its members are or have been in the 
Direct Action Movement (the British section of 
the International Workers Association). It is the 
most regular Anarchist paper in Britain. 



HOOLIGAN PRESS 

In the last few months Hooligan Press has 
burst onto the Anarchist publishing scene, 
with six new books in six months. Plans for 
our second six months depend on how fast 
the first ones sell, and how much help and 
support we can get from readers, writers and 
distributors. Certainly we have two more 
novels and a book of anarchist short stories 
on the way, and we're still collecting info 
for 'Steal this Book', The World on £0.00 
per day'. The bumper comic book has been 
held up by police persecution so we're 
bringing out the FACTION collection to 
keep your appetites wetted.
